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Remarks 



Applicant argues that there is no basis for the interpretation of "attributes" 
proposed by the Final Office Action. Examiner disagrees. Applicant has not provided a 
different definition/interpretation of the term "attributes," thus a broad interpretation 
applies. Applicant further argues that referring to elements 232, 242 and 252 as 
"attributes" is a clear mischaracterization of the teachings of Gadbois, and that the 
definition used in the Final Office Action would remove all meaning from the term and 
obscure what a person of ordinary skill in the art would envision as attributes; these are 
mere allegations. 

Applicant also argues that Gadbois does not disclose defining attributes of a 
specific type which correspond to a specific object class. Examiner disagrees. As 
pointed out in the Final Rejection, Gadbois teaches defining attributes of a specific type 
which correspond to a specific object class in paragraph 28 and Figure 2 (elements 232, 
242 and 252). More specifically, he teaches that there are a number of interior sub- 
nodes, which contain further information about each respective organization. 

Therefore, Gadbois discloses a web services directory (paragraph 5 lines 14-25, 
paragraph 21 lines 1-6) having object classes and attributes (Figure 2, paragraph 26); 
and defining attributes of a specific type which correspond to a specific object class 
(elements 232, 242 and 252).
